A Costly Bonfire. 


CINCINNATI, July 80.—About four o'clock 


yesterday aftrrnoon some boys started a 
bonfire in the rear of No. 272 State avenue. 
There wns a lively breeze at the time, and 
a small shed near by caught fire. The 
tlnrnes soon spread to adjoining buildings, 
until the entire square bounded by State 
avenue, Gest and Depot streets, consisting 
of twenty or twenty-five tenement houses, 
was leveled to the ground.

QUITE SERIOtTB. 


Extent of the Drouth in the County 


—Buying Water. 


The farmers in the city to-day tell sad 


stories of the drouth and its effects on 
corn. There has been no rain of conse- 
quence for many days. The outlook is 
serious and farmers are disheartened. 
They say that there will not be half a 
crop, in some places no crop at all. Corn 
will be king in this county, and high 
prices must prevail. 


The corn generally is badly fired,nearly 


waist high. The tassels have turned 
white, and it is feared if rain does not 
come soon the crop will not be saved. 
OThe pastures are as bare as the base 
ball diamond, and stock is suffering for 
feed. Near Maroa and Emery farmers 
throw hay and oats into the pastures for 
the stock. One farmer paid $300 this 
week for a field, of corn which ho has cut 
down and is now feeding to his cattle 
and horses. 


The wells have failed rapidly during 


the week, and the digging of new wells 
near sloughs is of daily occurrence. Some 
wells that have held out splendidly in 
past years weakened materially this 
week. On Monday and Tuesday some 
rose 3J^> feet during the night. Now 
they are replenished less than two feet 
each night. In the vicinity of Emery 
managers of threshing machines have 
been paying a dollar a tank for water, 
and when they cannot buy it they work 
all day and at night get a scant supply 
by digging slough wells. 


In Decatur scores of cisterns have gone 


dry. If we did not have the water works 
supply there would be a water famine at 
our doors. 


SECRETARY E. T. LEE, of the 41st has
